Be 
eareful not to split the boards. 
Set the nails with a punch and 
finish with putty. Spot ona 
touch of varnish or shellac, 
after the putty has set, to cover 
the hole.

BURN TREATMENT 


Recently, a treatment | for

as well as on the hands, arms, 
legu, fect, and body. -

SWALLOWE 
SCREWS 


An American stowaway from: 
Saigon appeared before Mr 
d'Almada at’ - Kowioon this 
morning when the prosecution 
disclosed that he had attempted 
culcide by swallowing screws 
and had to be taken to hos- 
pital. 


The accused, Ray Rowies, 
27, told the Court that he was 
legally, but. not morally, 
guilty of being a stowaway 
because he had no intention of 
coming to Hongkong. 


Insp. J. Orem said the 
accused was found on board 
the Marseilles. When the ship 
arrived on November 8 he was 
taken to hospital because he 
had swalléwed = some screws.
